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ASTRONOMICAL NOTES FOR APRIL. 


* 


(FROM OUR ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT) 
Tae Planets :—Mercury is in superior con- 
junction on the 8th, and is thereafter an even- 
ing star. Towards the end of the month he 
becomes very well situated for naked eye 
observation, setting considerably more than 
two hours after the Sun on the 30th. Giver 
fairly clear weather in the evenings, the 
«ger should be easily seen every evening 
or abont a fortnight, from 8 to 9 p.m. 
beginning with April 21st. i 
— is still a morning star, but is ap- 
proaching the Sun, and is not at all coa- 
spicuous. 
Mars is an evening star, setting about 10.15 
m. throughout the month. He is just an 
our of Right Ascension behind Mercury at 
the end of April. and a comparison of the 
naked eye appearance and colour of the two 
planets will be interesting. Mereury is usnaliy 
pink or rose colour, while Mars, as is well 
known, is red. Mercury is the smaller in 
actual dimensions, but being much nearer the 
San, and at present nearer the Earth than 
Mars, he should be considerably the brighter. 
Jupiter rises at 9.46 p.m. on the Ist. and at 
7.39 p.m. on the 29th. He is 15° below the 
Equator, and will not be very easy to observe, 
but it will be three years at least before he 
is better placed, so that observers shonid 
make the most of the opportunities of the 
present and coming months. Saturn is in 
opposition on the 7th, and is above the 
horizon all night. He makes a conspicuous 
pair with the bright star Spica, which is 
about 5° below him. His ring system is now 
well open, and his satellites, Titan, lapetus 
and Rhea may be seen with a three inch 
telescope. Two others, Dione and Tethys, 
are visible with four inch and upwards. The 
rest are objects for very powerful glasses.

AH the above are fairly wide misses, except 
in the case of Saturn. which will be occulted 
in Equatorial and southern latitudes. 
Tug Sen: — The long-delayed sunspot. mini- 
mum seems to be here at last. For the last 
two weeks the Sun's disc has been an absolute 
blank until March 26th, when one tiny dot was 
seen, which had disappeared two days later. 
and 28th, when a little group of very smail 
spots made their appearance. 
April is one of the months in which the 
clock and the Sun agree. The difference be- 
tween them is zero about the 15th. The 
clock is 4 mins. 12 secs. ahead on the Ist and 
2 mins. 43 secs. behind the Sun on the 30th. . 
Tre Srars:—On April Ist at midnight, on 
the 15th at 11 p.m., and on the 30th at 10 
m. Overhead is the tail of the Great Bear. 
Virgo is on the meridian at the elevation of 
the Equator. Corvus and part of Hydra are 
near the Southern horizon. Several of the

leading stars of Virgo lie very near the 


| Equator; Eta, Gamma, and Theta almost on it. 


Above this part of the Equator ia a very re- 
markable region. It is almost blank of anv 
but the faintest stars. Between the Grea 


Bear's tail and the Equator and between 
XII. hours and XIII. hours of Right Ascension 
a space 50° high and 15° wide contains only 
two stars, Cor Caroli and Epsilon Virginis, 
which reach the órd magnitude and only 
two of the 4th. But it is thickly strewn with 
small stars and nebule. This is, indeed, the 
wonderful nebulous region of Virgo. A 
telescope of any size pomted at random into it 
picks up nebule everywhere: often half a 
dozen will be found in the field of view ab 
once. In the upper part of the region, where 
nebule begin to thin out, comes the loose 
cluster of small stars known as Coma Berenices 
(Berenices Hair). On nichts when the air is 
unsteady, and stars and planets give dis- 
appointing images, the ' nebulous region of 
Virgo is well worth a visit. 

On the west side of the meridian Leo is con- 
spicuons, and a few of the winter stars still 
Unger near the horizon. Procyon, Castor and 
Pollux, and Capella are the principal survivors 
East of the meridian Bodtes is easily the mog 
conspicuous group; its leading sitar, the 
brilliant Arcturus (the Watcher of the Bear’). 
dominates this region of the heaveas. Corona 
and Hercules follow closely behind, wit! 
Serpens and Ophinchus lower down. Lyra 
and Cygnus are in the north-east. Aquila and 
Scorpio are rising. There are eight lst magni- 
tude stars in sight, very evenly distributed— 
Arcturus, Spica, Vega and Deneb, east of the 
meridian; Regulus, Procyon, Pollux and 
Capella west of it.

THE FIGURES FOR DUBLIN. 


In the Dublin Registration Area last week 
the registered births numbered 260 (134 bovs 
and 126 girls), and the deaths 198 (96 males 
and 102 females). The deaths represent an 
annual rate of mortality of 21.5 per 1,000 of 
the population. Eleven deaths were due to 
pneumonia, 29 to tuberculous disease, 11 to 
cancer, 20 to organic diseases of the heart. 
and 24 to bronchitis, There were three deaths 
caused by accident, and three were ascribed 
to homicide. Eighty deaths occurred in hos- 
pitals and other public institutions. 

The- deaths in Cork numbered 17.7 per 
1.000; Limerick, 27.1; and Waterford, 19.0.

‘The Teachers’ Outlook. 

The dawn of Irish freedom is darkened 
by many clouds, but there are gleams 
which give promise of the fuller day. One 
of these gleams shone yesterday upon the 
Dublin Mansion House, where the Irish 
National Teachers’ Organisation opened 
its annual Congress. The cofintry will 
read Mz. Cormac Walsh’s address, and 
will note the prevailing temper of yestet- 


very recent time the national teachers were 


bere means of life. All their thoughts 
and all their talk—and who could blame 
them ?—were concerned with questions of 
salaries and pensions. To-day their 
financial position is secure and they 
breathe a larger air. They realise the 
magnitude of their responsibilities to the 
nation. and amid the noises of civil strife 
they proclaim a mission of enlightenment 
and peace. Mr. Walsh has a fine vision of 
the future of education in the Free State. 
He pleade for a system under which every 
Irish child will be sure of the marimum 
of education that it can absorb: under 
which also the State will control educa- 
tion so completely that it will be able 
to put all the pegs into their proper holes 
and to prevent the over-crowding of the 
professions. It is, perhaps, a Utopian 
vision—suggesting, indeed, that Mr. Walsh 
has been reading Mr. Wells's latest novel; 
but it is nothing the worse for that. We 
see in Mr. Walsh's Utopianism a healthy 
revulsion from all the narrowness and 
timidity of the old régime; and we think 
that the revulsion is widespread and has 
come to stay. 

Perhaps, some of the old timidity and 
narrowness still clings about the attitude 
of our new rulers to the problems of Irish 
education. Perhaps, those in all the 
Churches who have guided it so rigidly 
in the past are not yet wholly reconciled 
to the need and inevitability of change. 
They will be wise to study the signs of 
the times. It is very clear that the teach- 
ing profession in the Free State intends 
to put our education into the forefront 
of progress, and has little sympathy with 
the fears or jealousies that would bar the 
way. The teachers’ views are, as we 
believe, the views of nearly all thoughtful 
Irishmen and Irishwomen in the twenty- 
six counties. We said recently that the 
passing of the Northern Government's 
Education Bill would hasten the reform 
of education in the South, for the simple 
reason that the South cannot afford to be 
less officiently educated than the North. 
Our opinion is confirmed by Mr. Walsh's 
address and by the speeches which 
followed it. Tho Northern Bill is not, 
as it stands, a perfect measure. It must 
undergo some modification in the interests 
of & large Roman Catholic minority, The 
Southern teachers refuse, however, to 
allow any faultiness of detail to obscure 
the merits of @ reform which, in Mr. 
Walsh's words, will endow the Northern 
State with “educational facilities second 
to none in Europe. The operation of an 
inferior measure in the Free State would 
establish quickly a widening gulf, in- 
teilectnailg aud socially, between North 
and South, To the danger of this subtlest 
of all aspects of partition our national 
teachers are fully alive 
A century has passed since an English 
statesman rejoiced that “the schoolmaster 
was abroad in the land.” Lord Brougham 
was an optimist and would be disappointed 
if he could look upon the world to-day. 
Education has done little in the last 
hundred yeers to reconcile class with class 
or nation with nation; it has not stopped, 
but rather has aggravated, the horrors of 
war. We need not assume, however, that, 
becausé it has failed in the past, it must 
fail always. Mr. Walsh puts a lofty ideal 
before the national teachers of the Free 
State. Even in the most depressed cir- 
cumstances of their history they have 
wielded great influence within and 
without their schools. Henceforward, with 
their secure status, their freedom from 
petty anxieties, their higher accomplish- 
ment and outlook—ihe result of their 
increasing contact with the universities— 
that influence will become yet more potent 
for good or for evil. Mr. Walsh urges that 
it shall be made one of the greatest of 
all national influences for good, He asks 
every teacher fe become an apostle of 
truth, forbearance and good-will, a healer 
of breaches, a worker for Irish unity. A 
nobler appeal bas not been made in our 
time. We have sore need of such an 
spostolate to-day, when hate and ignorance 
are doing so much to defeat God's purposes 
for Ireland. | 


The Irish Cattle Trade. 
The first consignment of store cattle from 
Canada has arrived in the Clyde. 4 
further bateh is expected fo reach Man- 
chester during the present week, and by 
the end of the month the new services 
probably will be in full swing. Much in- 
terest is being displayed by British 
cattlédealers in the Canadian experi- 
ment, Some credulous people across 
the Channel have been led to believe that 
the arrival of Canadian stores on British 
soil will result in an almost immediate 
reduction of 6d. per pound in the price ot 
home-killed meat. Neturally, no such re- 
duction is possible. In the first place, 
the cattle which come to the British 
markets from Canada will cost their ex- 
porters a very large sum in freightago. 
Tonnage is still extremely expensive, and 
shows no sign of an immediate improre- 


ment, In the next place, the stores 
must be fed on British grass for 
three or four months aiter their 


arrival. Finally, the number of cattle 
which Canada can export st present 
is so small in comparison with the total 
consumption of the British people that 
for the first year, at any rate, butchers

The Irish catcle 
trade is of enormous importance to our 
infant State. It is, and must remain, the 
most fruitful source of national income, 
and everything possible ought to be done, 
both by the Free State Government and by 
the individual cattle-raiser, to ensure that 
the quality of Irish cattle shall be main- 
tained at its present standard, 


Science in Papua. 


Good ideas can travel West as well as 
East, and the distance is no great matter. 
According to a scientific correspondent of 
The Times, the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Papua, who is responsible to the 
Australian Commonwealth, has appointed 
a chief and an assistant State anthro- 
4 pologist to assist him in the task of 
governing the native population. This is 
not a task with which ‘anthropologists 
usually are associated; the bonés of the 
eolithic are the object of their attentions 
more often than the manners and customs 
of the twentieth century aboriginal. The 
Lieatenant-Governor’s policy, however, is 
eminently practical, and it has been ad- 
vocated previously by students of the effect 
of white civilisation on the health and 
happiness of the African races. The basic 
idea is that the white man’s meat may be 
the black or brown man’s poison, that, im 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred, the 
latter cannot be turned into a white man, 
and that the attempt to civilise has re- 
sulted too often in his decline and final 
i extermination. The object of the State 
anthropologist is to understand the native 
as he is—why he does this thing and thinks 
that, and to what extent certain customs 
and ideas are an essential part of his life, 
as he understands it. Then the man of 
science can warn the Lieutenant-Governor 
when, in his opinion, proposed enactments 
and institutions, admirable as they may 
be in themselves, are mot likely to be 
assimilated by the natives or to do them 
any good. It must be apparent that more 
civilised States than Papua would be the 
befter for an official anthropologist. The. 
Greek philosopher said, Know thyself,” 
and his advice has been accounted valu- 
able. It is still more necessary that a 
nation should know itself, and the anthro- 
pologist is the map who can provide the 
knowledge. 


** Dry Ships. 


In one of his amusing novels Mr, P. G. 
Wodehouse describes the emotions of a 
man who, on the morning after a night ci 
indiscreet, revelry, is confronted with a 
fried egg. Under such conditions, the 
sufferer contends, there is nothing in the 
world quite so homely as a fried egg. The 
news that the American Shipping Board 
proposes to dissolve the ban of unpopu- 
larity that prohibition has put upon its 
trans-Atlantic passenger steamers by 
equipping them with an up-to-date revue— 
orchestra, chorus, and dancers all com- 
plete—suggests a corresponding train of 
thought. There are moments when a ship, 
even the biggest ship, is something less 
than a lordly pleasure house, Sometimes 
the disillusionment begins quite soon after 
one has left the pier, and sometimes it 
persists through the greater part of the 
voyage. When life on the ocean wave has 
lost its advertised buoyancy, it is conéciy- 
able that the strains of the orchestra and 
the swaying crescendo of the well-trained 
chorus will lack much of the allure that 
they possess on terra firma. It is possible 
to conceive a mental and physical anti- 
climax in which the most assiduous and 
most charming cantatrice would appear to 
the soul in torment less inviting than the 
homeliest egg that ever was fried. The 
fact that passengers of a more static 
temperament are shouting with mirth at 
the antics of the expensive “funny man 
will serve merely to deepen the disgust of 
those whose bosoms lack the triple brass. 
The United States Shipping Board 
obviously is labouring under difficulties ; 
and its efforts to make non-alcoholic sea 
travel popular do it credit. We may 
doubt, however, whether the floating revue 
is just the proper substitute for the sooth. 
ing pop of the reviving cork.

wORK OF THE EXPERTS AT 
LUXOR. 
n LUXOR, Tuesday. 


Day in, day out, in spite of rising ter 
tare, ies, hornete, and the other irritatin 
features which accompany 
make the Valley of the “yp “ far from an 
attractive spot in which by ce to pass 4 
day, the little band of Bor jem whom Mr. 
Howard Carter has gath round him con- 
tinue industriously to toil in the Seti 
Tomb at the preparation for transport of the 
various objects removed from Tutankhamen s 
tomb. During the past fortnight considerable 
progress has been achieve. 

Among the larger objects which have now 
been cleaned and repaired is an ammchair with 
a footstool belonging to the King. Both are 
made of dark wood, superbly carved. The 
panel forming the back of the armchair shows 
a carved representation of the King seated, 
and wearing an elaborate collar and close- 
fitting corselet v much resembling the 
actual articles found in the tomb. On either 
eide of this panel is a device beautifully carved 
in open woodwork of the symbol, “ eh, 
meaning eternity, holding in its two hands the 
King's banner with his name. The back is 
surmounted by a winged solar dise in gold 
sheeting. There is not much gold orpamenta- 
tion on the armchair, most of the fittings and 
braces having been wrenched off by plunderers 
The footstool is of similar wood, ««rved with 
figures of bound captives. The cleaning and 
preservation processes have brought «ut tle 
details of these two pieces in a wondertul 
manner, and the armchair, in its elegant 
simplicity, is certainly one of the most beauti- 
ful objects found in the ante-chamber. 

There is another chair which bas also been 
dealt with. This is a small chair, obviously 
a child's chair, belonging possibly to the 
King when an infant. It is made of ebony 
with considerable ebony and ivory inlay on 
both back and front. All the inlay was either 
very loose or had fallen off when the chair was 
found. The front part of it has now been 
replaced, and is in excellent condition. The 
back inlay has still to be done, and when the 
experts are finished, as they will shortly be, 
the chair will be practically in as good a state 
as when it was originally made. 

On: of the interesting objects that have 
been handled is a curious semi-circular bos, 
which has now been emptied. The box itself 
is made of hard red wood, veneered, and 
with ivory and ebony inlay, but it was in 4 
very bad condition, and will require much 
more attention than the rest, and very pro- 
bably have to be further treated at Cairo. 
Its contents consisted mainly of linen in a 
very bad state of preservation. Under the 
linen was found the crock handle of a stick, 
having a bronze core, covered with small 
cylindrical heads of alternate gold and stone. 
With it was also a part of a crystalline lime- 
stone bracelet, inlaid with gold and blue 
faience. 

Another box with a double lid and divided 
into compartments has also been finished. 
This is of papyrus. Unfortunately, it was 
empty and in a bad condition, but it has been 
much strengthened by treatment. 

The four quaint bronze torch-holders have 
also been cleaned and treated. These have a 
unique archeological history, and may give 
some interesting data in regard to the 
illuminants in use 3,500 vears ago. hey 
each consist of an ankh, or symbol! of life, 
in bronze. on a black-coloured wooden vase, 


very 


and sare of very delicate workmanship. The 
bronze. which was somewhat corroded. is, 
after cleaning, in an excellent condition. Two 


of these torch-holders are without any re- 
ceptacles for illuminants, two are provided 
with bronze cylinders. One contains only the 
remains of a torch, but the other contains a 
complete torch of twisted linen, bound round 
with fibre. This torch, especially as geen in 
the photographs, is suggestive of the fancy 
twisted wax candles in use to-day, the design 
of which may possibly have come down from 
these ancient torches. 

Both the remains of the torch and the com- 
plete torch will be tested to see whether 
they contain any traces of oil or any other 
illuminant, and the result will be keenly 
awaited by all interested in this question,

At a later stage he moved the adoption of 
the report and recommendations of the Hous- 
ing Committee, which included a resumé of 
the proceedings at a meeting held yesterday 
forenoon. It was pointed out that the fol- 
lowing were now the three lowest tenders 
received for the erection of 56 houses on the 
Skegoniel site :—Messrs. ge and Co., 
£21,168; Messrs. Wilson, Gillespie and Kyle, 
£21,560; Messrs. J. and W. Stewart, £23,341 
13s. 4d. 

It was resolved that the committee 's minute 
of 29th ult. with regard to the acteptance of 
the tender of Messrs. George and Co. be 
rescinded, and that the Council be recam- 
mended to accept the next lowest tender—viz..

LABOUR STANDS ALOOF. 


NO DINING WITH POLITICAL 
OPPONENTS. 


The Independent Labour Party Conference 
concluded in London yesterday. The following 
resolution was discussed: — That this Con- 
ference recommends that Labour members of 
Parliament shal] not accept the hospitality of 
their political opponents at public dinners 
or society functions, except when it may be 
necessary for the leaders of the Labour Party 
to meet the King on State business.

The 55th annual Congress of the Irish 
National Teachers’ Organisation was opened 
in the Mansion House, Dublin, yesterday 
morning, and will continue in session until

} Alderman Byrne, locum tenens for the Lord 
Mayor, welcomed the delegates to the Mansion 
House, and said it gave him pleasure to re- 
new acquaintance with their leaders, with 
whom he was associated when some years 
ago the battles of the Irish national teachers 
had to be fought at Westminster. 

He noticed a praiseworthy change in the 
form of their Congress agenda. A great part 
of the time of past Congresses was taken up 
in discussions of the personal grievances ot 
the teachers, which was only natural under 
the circumstances of the times; but now that 
those grievances n, in large measure, 
removed, he was more than pleased to see 
the organisation turning its attention to the 
examination and solution of broad questions 
of educational policy. (Applanse.) 

There had been called in to aid their de- 
liberations men of the widest culture and of 
outstanding prominence in their respective. 
spheres. He congratulated the Bxecutive on 
the wise step they had taken in maugurating 
what he was certain would prove to be most 
useful and valuable discussions. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The President, in his opening address, first 
spoke in Irish, and said that it was through 
no ill-will on the part of the Education De- 
partment that pensioners had not been seen 
to long ago, but because the permanent 
officials of the Irish Treasury, s in the 
ways and wiles of Whitehall, had persistently 
blocked all efforts to relieve their distress. 

Mr. Walsh then dealt with the question of 
University training for teachers, saying that 
provision, far from adequate, had been made 
in Trinity College for the students of Kildare 

lace and in Queen's University for the new 
— colleges in Belfast. This meant that 
Protestants entering the teaching a 
would get some of the benefits of University 
education not yet accorded to Catholics in 
the Free State. 

This state of affairs, he went on, “was not- 
healthy, and sureiy deserved the attention of 
people in Southern Ireland. It might be 
reasonably hoped that the Catholic Hierarchy 
would throw themselves with zeal into this 
struggle; but so far neither aid nor encourage- 
ment had been received from that source. 
On the contrary, disquieting rumours were 
afloat concerning the attitude of the sr, 
and colour had been ient, to the rumoura by 
the recent pronouncement of the Northern 
Bishops. On that aspect of the question he 
would say no more than to state that times 
had moved since 1909, when the doors of the 
National University were barred to teachers, 
with the acquiescence, if not with the con- 
nivance, of the Irish Catholic Hierarchy.” 
(Applause. 

Those of the Organisation who strove for 
this necessary reform had as their only pur- 

the improvement of education and raising 
he teaching profession. The desire was that 
the influence of University culture should 
flow through the whole body politic, so that 
it would result in an educated democracy. 
“ Without education.” said the President, 
“democratic growth is impossible, because the 
masses will ever be, as they have been. at 
the mercy of those whom they have raised 
to power, and whom they blindly follow with- 
out being competent to ask why or wherefore, 
always the victims of shibboleth= and catch- 
cries.” 

SECONDARY EDUCATION. 
In this country secondary education was in 
the hands of private promoters, established 
only in populous centres. There were left 
untouched large rural areas, including the 
Gaeltacht, the spring undefiled of Gael: : cul- 
ture. Under prevailing conditions, the 
University put forth its nets into the waters 
of the secondary schools, there to find only 
the well-fed fry of the well-to-do. 
Briefly, the result of secondary education 
not being under State control was that the 
children of the poorer classes generally, and 
of almost all classes in country districts, were 
debarred from the right to secondary, and, 
hence, to University, education. There 
could be but one remedy for this—free com- 
pulsory education for all ap to the age of 16. 
and free higher education for all who merited 
it, irrespective of rank or station. (Applause.) 
A State assunting such responsibility would, 
for economic reasons, be compelled to regu- 
late supply to demand. leading to the pre- 
vention of the overcrowding of the professions 
by people of mediocre attainments, and the 
education of men for blind alley employments. 
One result wonld be the diversion of students 
from the indeterminate Faculty of Arts to 
that of Agriculture or of Econemics. 
The President spoke against the provision 
of a few University scholarships in each 
county as only a device for saving appear- 
ances, and for giving a semblance of equality 
of opportunity.. The system opght to te 
abolished. 

NORTHERN REFORMS. 

He next dealt with the Education Bill be- 
fore the Northern Parliament. . Containing, 
as it did, many of the reforms for whic 
their Organisation had long been agitating, 
the bill, if it became an Act, would provide 
fer the children of the area educational facili- 
ties second to none in Europe. 
‘Controversy has,” he said, arisen re- 
garding the purport of certain clauses of this 
bill, notably that pertaining to religious in- 
struction, and words of condemnation have 
been hurled against the alleged godlessness of 
the measure. A, calm and deliberate perusal 
of the supposed peccant clauses and a com- 
parison with the present position will, I be- 
lieve. convince anybody, as they have con- 
vinced me, that the interests of religious in- 
struction are fully safeguarded— (hear, hear) ; 
that, in fact, the status quo has been main- 
tained. „Since in some schools it has been 
found convenient to give religious instruction 
either immediatély before or immediately 
after the luricheon interval, I consider the 
clause debarring such instruction within the 
school day is unjust to those schools, in- 
asmuch as it deprives them of a right which 
they now enjoy. and the clause ought, there- 
fore. ‘o be modified in their favour.”

IRISH POLICE PENSIONS. 
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DEPUTATION TO CABINET 
MINISTERS. 


At a largelv attended meeting of Royal 
Irish Constabulary and Dublin Metropolitan 
Police pensioners on Sunday, the General 
Secretary reported that on March 8 a deputa- 
tion consisting of several well-known M. P. 
waited on the Prime Minister and Chancellor 
of the Exchequer in the House of Commons 
to urge on them the paramount necessity of 
repealing the second clause of the Pensions 
Increase Act. 1920. The interview lasted for 
an hour. The Prime Minister said that he 
was in entire sympathy with the points that 
the deputation had put before him, but, 
owing to the financial condition in which the 
country finds itself, be is unable to accede to 
the request at present.

Without knowing it, the United Kingdom 
drifted into a system of protection during 
the war. So far as the motor industry is con- 
cerned, it got protection when the war-im- 
posed import duty of per cent. was put 
on foreign motor vehicles, although, as a 
fact, that duty was not im | as a protec- 
tive measure or as a means of raising revenue, 
, It was solely intended to restrict the export 
of gold to the Continent and America, parti- 
cularly the latter. With the termination of 
the war, its raison d’étre ceased, and its con- 
tinuance wae admittedly a measure of pro- 
tection to the British motor manufacturer, 
who justly claimed he was entitled to protec- 
tion against his American and Continental 
competitors because of the fact that his 
factories had been turned into munition 
factories during the war. 

The Safeguarding of Industries Act made 
the United Kingdom a still more protected 
country, and the Depreciation of Currencies 
Act, which added an additional special tax 
on German imports, made the United King- 
dom yet more protective. 

THE LINE OF LEAST RESISTANCE. 

These facts, familiar to all students of 
latter-day economics, are recalled to present 
the fiscal problems of the Irish Free State 
in their proper perspective. The state of 
affairs that called for these changes in Great 
Britain—a state of affairs that fully justified 
the legislation that has made the motor in- 
dustry of Great Britain a protected industry— 
finds no parailel in the present condition cf 
the Irish Free State. Yet we tind the 
Government of this country adopting the 
Tariff code of England en bioc. 

One may well ask if the Free Staté de- 
liberately adopted a protective policy as a 
means of raising revenue—it certainly did not 
adopt it for the same reasons that influenced 
Great Britain, as it has no industries to 
protect. The answer to the question is that 
it has blundered into the policy. It adopted 
rotection because it could do so without Jegis- 
lation. If it wanted free imports it would 
have had to contract out by passing an 
Act of Parliament. 


NOT A FORM OF REPRISAL. 

One of the most glaring misconceptions— 
and one that seems to be as widely held in 
Ireland as it is in Great Britain—is that the 
placing of an import duty on English-manu- 
factüred motor cars was intended to hit the 
English manufacturer, and to favour his 
American and Continental competitors—that 
it is a form of reprisa! for the removal of the 
embargo on the importation of Canadian 
cattle into Great Britain. 
That this is quite wrong a little considera- 
tion of the subject will-show. With the 
change in the status of Ireland brought about 
by the Treaty, with the establishment of the 
Irish Free State, on the model of Canada, as 
an independent fiscal unit, with unrestricted 
powers of taxation, a change in the favoured 
position that the English motor manufacturer 
enjoyed in the past was bound to come. 

tt could not be expected that. an Irish 
Government would continue to levy duty on 
the import of American and Continental cars, 
making such vehicles more expensive to Irish 
users, and at the same time continue to admit 
English-made cars free of duty. Such a 
policy, save for the revenue it might produce, 
would not be of any benefit to Ireland. 
Ihere were only two practical courses open 
to the Irish Government, and whichever of 
them it adopted would have deprived the 
English manufacturer of motor cars of his pro- 
tected position in the Irish Free State. If 


it adopted a Free Trade policy im respect 
of motor cars, the American and 
Continental car at once became cheaper, while 


if it applied the tariff to al! imports the English 
car became dearer. 

To use a homely phrase, it was six of one 
and half a dozen of the other, as far as the 
English motor manufacturer was concerned. 
In either case he would have to meet foreign 
competition in Ireland on less advantageous 
terms than in the past. It was, therefore, a 
matter of indifference to the English motor 
manufacturer whether Ireland decided for free 
trade or protection; Ais protection would go 
under either system. 


IS IT FOR IRELAND'S BENEFIT? 
Which of the only two practical policies 
would have been best for the Irish Free State 
is another question. No one in Ireland or 
England hes suggested that the status quo 
should continue. it would-be an absurd sug- 
gestion, whether put forward by an Irishman 
ot an Englishman, and would receive no atten- 
tion. 

English motor manufacturers feel sore at 
the import duty, believing, wrongly, that it is 
aimed at them, while many Irishmen are 
irritated at it because they believe the con- 
trary policy would best serve the interests of 
their country. The Irish Motor Legislation 
Committee. a body that is representative of ail 
motoring interests in Ireland, including the 
motor trade, has crystallised that Irish view 
in “its considered opinion that the best in- 
terests of the country would be served by 
encouraging in every way the use of motor 
cars. 

It is of opinion that an import duty on 
motor cars, by increasing the cost of such 
vehicles to users in the Irish Free State, will 
have the effect of retarding the development of 
the country at a time when cheap and rapid 
transport is one of the Irish Free State’s most 
urgent needs. With that general opinion none 
will disagree. It is a sound economic fact. 


COMPILING A TARIFF, 


When the Irish Free State became an in- 
dependent fiscal unit, as from Ist April, 1923, 
it was necessary for it to decide what articles 
it would admit free of duty and what articles 
it would subject to tax. To compile such a 
list would have been a colossal job for any 
With its hands full with 
troubled internal affairs, the Irish Govern- 
ment took the simple expedient of adopting in 
its entirety the existing tariff code of Great 
Britain, quite regardless of the fact that the 
reasons that led up to the latter were of an 
entirely different nature from those existing in 
Treland. 

There has been complaint that the new 
Irish code is not available to the public—that 
English exporters do not know what articles 
are to be subjected to duty. Those who are 
in this difficulty can get out of it by buying a 
copy of the English tariff code or consulting 
om's Directory. In every respect the 


duty are the same, and the preferences given 


also the same as those given by the Irish 
Free State. 

Under its Constitution the Irish Free State 
was bound to adopt the English tariff—so the 
President has stated is the opinion of his legal 
advisers—and it can only alter it or vary the 
rates of duty by new legislation.

The impression is as erroneous as that the 
English car will not find buyers in the Irish 
Free State. If it should prove to be correct, 
the result will have to be attributed to the 
E..glish Government, and not to the Irish 
reguiations.

If the English Government cannot devise 
a system for the protection of its own mer- 
chants which will enable them to maintain 
their trade as middlemen, we shall be very 
much surprised. There are two obvious 
courses open, 

If the imported cars are put into bond on 
their arrival in England, they can be shipped 


to the Irish Free State without the payment 
of duty to the British Government. Here- 
tofore. few American or Continental cars 


reaching England have been re-exported, and 
hence the need of bonded warehouses has 
not arisen. Having arisen, they will come 
into existence. 
Nor is there any reason why a system of 
‘* drawbacks should not be instituted. The 
Frglish Government shanld be prepared to 
refund the import duty on being supplied 
with satisfactory evidence that the vehicle to 
which it relates has been exported to the 
Trish Free State. It does so in the case of 
tobacco sent abroad after manufacture. Why 
should it not do so in the case of motor cars? 


NORTHERN IRELAND UNAFFECTED. 
Finally, it may be pointed out to those 
English manufacturers who speak of the 
possible loss of their Irish trade that the 
Irish Fiee State is not the whole of Ireland. 
Trading conditions in Northern Ireland are 
not affected by the Free State tariff. Ihe 
North-Eastern section of the country is in the 
same relation to England as is any part of 
Great Britain. ö 

It is enjoying peace which is, unfor- 
tunately, still denied to us in the South—and, 
what is more, it is enjoying a measure of 
presperity that other parts of Great Britain 
and the Irish Free State may wellenvy.
